The annual meeting of the Clearfield County Farm Bu- 
reau waa held In the Arbitration Room of the Court House 
yesterday, December'28, at which time new 
officers 
were 


elected for the coming year as follows: President, Peter Gear- 
hart; Vice President, W. T. Thorp, Grampian ;J5ecretary, T. 
L. Wall, Grampian; Treasurer, James Mitchell,TJlearfleld. 


Beside* this the executive board appointed the following 


men to head the different major prospects: G. D. Walker, 
Luthenburg, to head the dairy improvement work, < James 
'McPheraon to head the soil fertility work, Russell Jay, crop 
improvement, and Orvis Guelich, poultry improvement. 
The financial report of the treasurer showed an over draft 


of 14c with bills payable of $30.16. 
A motion that the an- 
nual business meeting be held the last Tuesday in January 
of each year, was proposed and unanimously adopted and 
inserted in the constitution and by-laws. 
The afternoon session was taken up with the 
County 
Agent's report and an address by Prof. Bessler of State Col- 
lege and a few remarks by Dr. H. H. Havner, Extension rep- 
resentative of State College. The trend of the discussion dur- 
ing the afternoon was the community and its function with 
the Farm Bureau. It was decided to limit the work of the ma- 
jor projects to 6 or 8 communities who were willing to co-oper- 
ate during the coming year and to put on a poultry culling 
demonstration in each of the 22 communities of the county. 
Local community meetings will be called in the near future 
to determine which projects are desired in that 
community. 


The work of necessity must be limited and consequently the 
communities desiring this work and showing the most coopera- 
tion will be the ones which will receive the first asssitance. 
A 
tentative copy of the constitution and by-laws for the propos- 
ed state federation of Farm Bureaus was read and discussed 
but laid on the table until the next annual meeting.

ROME, Dec. 29—Wfth the Italian Regular Army in con- 
trol of about half of the city a truce was in effect today while 
Fiume authorities, presumably with the fall knowledge of Ga- 
bril D'Annunaio, considered yielding to the government's de- 
mand for recognition of the Adriatic treaty as a basis for per- 
manent peace. Cessation of hostilities was greeted with^great 
toy all thrwifh Italy where Nationalists had begun to arrange 
demonstrations to protest against the shooting of the citizens of 
Plume, countrymen of their own blood. Casualties in the two 
days' fighting aa reported were not high considering the big 
advance made by the Regulars. 
A total of 50 dead on both 
aides with possibly 200 wounded comprised the casualty list. 
The regular troops are in a strong position for another advance
